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INTRODUCTION AND PROGRAM OBJECTIVES 


The Canadian Museum Policy seeks to improve access to our heritage for present and 
future generations and to enhance excellence in museum activities in Canada. 





The Insurance Program for Travelling Exhibitions is a Department of Canadian Heritage 
initiative to implement the Canadian Museum Policy by fostering awareness, understanding 
and enjoyment of Canadian heritage. The Program assists in providing access for 
Canadians to quality domestic and international travelling exhibitions by helping 
Canadian cultural institutions to provide adequate insurance. 


The Program insures travelling exhibitions in Canada under a master policy purchased 
by the Government of Canada from a broker selected by the Department of Canadian 
Heritage. Premium cost is shared with Canadian institutions. 





ELIGIBILITY 
Eligible Applicants 





Non-profit incorporated Canadian cultural institutions including museums, art galleries, 
libraries, archives and art, science or cultural centres may apply for insurance coverage for 
travelling exhibitions. Federal institutions are also eligible to apply under the Program. 
Facilities and equipment, including security, environmental and fire protection controls must 
be approved by the insurer. 


Eligible Exhibitions 


An eligible exhibition must have a fair market value of objects borrowed from sources 
inside or outside Canada in excess of $1 million Canadian, and must be presented in 
Canada by one or more institutions. 





COVERAGE 


The Insurance Program for Travelling Exhibitions, through its master policy, provides 
insurance from the time an object is removed from its normal repository until its return, 
commonly known as “wall to wall” (“nail to nail”). 





The following are key elements of the coverage available under the master policy. 


For Domestic Exhibitions: 


a) transit of borrowed objects from the lender or previous host to the applicant 
institution(s) and other approved venues; 


b) assembly and dispersal periods to a maximum of 60 days each; 


Cc) coverage on the borrowed objects while they are on the premises of the applicant 
institution(s) and other approved venues; and 


d) transit to the first venue abroad for exhibitions having both domestic and 
international venues. 1

For Non-domestic Exhibitions: 


a) transit of borrowed objects from the lender or previous host to the applicant 
institution(s) and other approved venues; 


b) transit to the next international venue or lender; 


C) assembly period to a maximum of 60 days. Dispersal period to a maximum of 
60 days is covered for exhibitions having only one Canadian venue; 


d) coverage on the borrowed objects while on the premises of the applicant 
institution(s) and other approved venues; and 


e) war risks Coverage subject to approval by the insurance broker. 
Packing 
The policy contains two warranties which are as follows: 


WARRANTED in respect of transit risks, objects insured hereunder to be packed and/or 
unpacked by competent packers. 


WARRANTED all objects to be packed in such a manner as to withstand the normal 
hazards associated with such forms of transit. 


Waiver of Subrogation 
The policy contains a waiver of subrogation whereby the assured may, at their discretion, 


waive rights of subrogation against other galleries, museums or other third parties as 
may be necessary. 


Exclusions 
Coverage is subject to the following exclusions: 
a) normal wear and tear; 
b) gradual deterioration; 
C) inherent vice; and 


d) loss or damage while the property is actually undergoing any restoration process 
and caused thereby. Resultant damage is, however, covered. 


Claims 


In the event of any loss, damage, theft, etc. to any of the insured objects, the Insurance 
Program must be notified immediately. The policy does not contain a deductible clause. 





APPLICATION PROCEDURES 


Instructions for Completion of Application Form 





Application forms, complete with attachments, must be received a minimum of 60 days 
before the date insurance is required. A late submission may jeopardize the placement 
of insurance coverage. 


In order for your application to be considered complete, you must include the following: 


a) completed application form; 

b) for first-time applicants, a facility report must be submitted; 

Cc) separate list for each lender, including address, a detailed description of each 
object they are lending, and individual value of each object to be loaned; 

d) total value of the exhibition at fair market value; 

e) locations and dates of each venue; 

f) approximate dates of each transit; 

g) total number of shipments; 

h) notification to the Program of single shipments with a value in excess of 
$25 million. 


All changes to the exhibition schedule must be reported to the Program immediately. 


Insurance Premium Cost-sharing Formula 


Upon approval of an application, the Government of Canada will share the cost of the 
insurance premium according to the following formula: 


a) the first $10,000 of insurance costs will be paid by the Program; 


b) for exhibitions valued from $1 million to $25 million, the Program will pay 
75 percent of the remaining cost of insurance; and 


Cc) for exhibitions valued in excess of $25 million, the Program will pay 50 percent 
of the remaining cost of insurance. 


Payment of Premium 


Following notification of the premium cost, the applicant(s) must forward its (their) share 
of the cost to the Program immediately. 





PROOF OF INSURANCE COVERAGE 


Certificates 





Insurance certificates, in duplicate, are issued to the applicant for each lender of objects 
to be included in the exhibition. The certificate will show the insurance value of the object 
or the exhibition in Canadian or foreign currency. 





RESPONSIBILITIES OF SUCCESSFUL 
APPLICANTS 


Reporting 





Institutions are required to forward a copy of all printed material prepared for the 
exhibition to the Program within 15 days of the official opening of the exhibition. 


Institutions are strongly encouraged to produce interpretative material in both official 
languages. 


A final report from the applicant is required for each travelling exhibition insured 
under the Program, including attendance figures for each of the venues, either at the 
conclusion of each venue or within 30 days of the conclusion of the exhibition. The 
report should also include a description of benefits accrued by the institution through 
the provision of insurance from the Insurance Program for Travelling Exhibitions. 


Acknowledgement 


Acknowledgement that insurance for the exhibition has been provided through the Insurance 
Program for Travelling Exhibitions must appear on all printed material. The following 
wording is suggested as an appropriate form for this acknowledgement: 


"Insurance for this exhibition has been provided by the Department of Canadian Heritage 
through the Insurance Program for Travelling Exhibitions."

Failure to comply with the above requirements may affect the success of any future 
submissions under the Program.
